Humbly complaining your Orator, Johm i. Wolliver, would 
respectfully represent end show unto your honor, that on the a. 
day of », 189  , a judgment was rendered by H. ¢c, 
Joslyn.,a Justice of the Peace of said County, against W. R. 
Poteet, L. B. Poteet, Nimrod Poteet, and your orator for the Sum of 
989.97, with interest thereon from December 6th, I894 until paid, 
and $2.50 cost. Upon thig Judgment an execution was issued and placed 
in the hands of J. B. suffleb@rger, constable of said County for 
collection, and on which judgment the said W. R. Poteet paid $10.00, 
on the I7th day of March 1894, and $1.75 April SOth, I894, emaé—dte-co 
eco f anu y—tets—t895. The said Nimrod Poteet paid on said judg- 
ment $5.60 November 2nd/, 1895, and on said judgment your orator paid 
the following sums, compet: $10.00 Jan. 8th, 1895; $7.00 Sep. 
L6th, 1895; $5.00 Sep. I6th, 1895; $3.81 October TOth, 1895; $1.00 
Dec. I6th, I895; $8.00 Feb. 8th, T8696, end #46.20 March 26th, 1898. 
The last payment being the balance in full of the said judgment. 
This judgment was rendered on a note executed by the said W.R. 
Poteet as principal to C.Rk. Flanary, Administrator of i ae 


opencer, deceased, which note waived the benefit of the homestead 


exemptions, and the said L. B. Poteet, Nimrod Poteet and your 


orator “eer sireties on said note. After your orator hed paid the above 


mentioned sums amounting in the aggregate to $81.01, the said Nime 
rod Poteet paid to your orator the sum of $25.00, December 6th, I898, 
by executing his note for that Sum, which note has been nearly paid, 
end any way is a credit on the amount paid by your orator as surety 
on said debt.

"A" "B" & "C" respectively. No part of the payment{Jmade by your 
sets orator on said judgment das been repaid to him by seid W.R. 
Poteet or any one else, except the said sum of $25.00 paid him by
